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The  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury  the  past  year  falls 
a  trifle  short  of  the  year  previous,  and  yet  with  the  dis- 
crimination and  economy  of  the  General  Agent  and  the  ex- 
cellent judgment  of  our  worthy  President,  the  Association 
has  been  enabled  to  perform  its  usual  work  without  in- 
curring a  debt.  If  it  has  not  relieved  all  who  have  just 
claims  upon  its  bounty,  the  lack  of  means,  and  the  absolute 
necessity  of  exercising  a  most  rigid  economy  in  the  work 
of  distribution  are  its  only  apology. 

The  aim  and  intent  of  this  Association  is,  not  to  relieve 
the  vicious  or  abject  poor — thus  fostering  idleness  or  dissi- 
pation and  waste — but  to  afford  aid  to  such  worthy  and  in- 
dustrious families  and  individuals  as  are  temporarily  thrown 
out  of  employment,  or  are  suddenly  deprived  of  the  labor 
of  the  head  of  the  family,  by  sickness  or  death,  or  by  a 
disastrous  turn  of  affairs,  and  we  cordially  invite  such, 
without  delicacy,  to  make  known  their  wants  to  oi:ir  Visitors 
or  General  Agent. 

To  this  endward  agents  are  employed  during  the  most 
inclement  winter  months,  when  the  greatest  destitution  pre- 
vails, to  investigate  every  case  and  as  far  as  possible  relieve 
the  worthy,  encourage  the  desponding,  comfort  the  dis- 
tressed, and  endeavor  to  Ji^t  them  into  a  condition  to  help 
themselves. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  mention  that  the  Associa. 
tion  receives  very  efficiert  aid  from  that  noble  band  of  men 
our  City  Missionaries,  the  best  conservators  of  the  public 
peace  in  our  city,  and  also  by  those  devoted  women  de- 
signated as  "Bible  Readers"  employed  by  our  benevo- 
lent ladies  to  seek  and  relieve  and  recover  such  as  have 
seen  better  days. 
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These  persons  are  eminently  fitted  by  their  daily  experi- 
ence to  afford  valuable  information  to  the  General  Agent  in 
the  successful  prosecution  of  his  work,  and  the  Board  desire 
to  express  their  gratitude  for  this  service,  and  th^ir  hope 
and  trust  for  its  continuance. 

The  expenditures  of  the  past  year  will  exceed  Twenty- 
five  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  ($25,900)  and  we  de- 
sire to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  services  of  our  ex- 
cellent corps  of  Voluntary  Collectors,  who  have  gratuit- 
ously gone  from  house  to  house  in  the  various  districts  as- 
signed them  to  collect  this  sum.  Their  eflBciency  together 
with  the  liberality  and  promptness  of  the  contributors  have 
obviated  the  necessity  to  which  the  Association  has  several 
times  been  brought,  of  public  appeals  and  second  calls  for 
funds  for  the  prosecution  of  its  work.  Certain  facts  how- 
ever arc  not  to  be  lost  sight  of  in  this  connection,  and  one 
is  that  the  requi'^ements  of  the  past  winter  on  account  of 
its  unusual  mildness,  were  much  less  than  they  would  other- 
'^'  ise  have  been.  An  ordinarily  severe  winter  would  have 
obliged  the  Assoc'ation  to  make  a  second  appeal  to  our  citi- 
zens for  aid,  or  allow  the  worthy  poor  to  suffer. 

We  are  also  reminded  by  the  late  Census  of  the  rapid 
increase  of  our  population,  and  of  the  fact  that  this  increase 
is  proportionally  larger  of  the  poorer  classes  than  of  the 
rich  or  those  well  to  do  in  the  world.  Hence  our  contribu- 
tions should  exceed  the  ratio  of  increase.  The  population 
of  Brooklyn  is  to  day  within  a  fraction  of  fifty  per  cent, 
greater  than  in  1860,  if  we  then  required  Twenty  Thoiisand 
Dollars  (820,000),  Thirty  Thousand  Dolh^rs  ($30,000)  will 
not  suffice  now  to  do  a  similar  work,  especially  when  we 
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take  into  view  the  enhanced  price  of  provisions,  rents, 
fuel,  etc. 

Then  again  it  should  be  remembered  we  border  on  the 
sea,  and  the  prosperity  of  our  city  is  due  very  greatly  to  a 
large  class  of  sea-faring  men  and  others,  such  as  build  and 
prepare  ships  for  sea. 

Our  commercial  interests  are  so  terribly  depressed  at  the 
present  moment,  that  the  families  not  only  of  seamen,  but 
also  of  ship-carpenters,  and  caulkers,  ship-smiths,  spar  and 
sail-makers,  must  have  aid  or  suffer  during  the  coming  winter ; 
and  they  are  a  numerous  and  very  respectable  class,  and 
just  the  class  The  Brooklyn  Association  for  Improving  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor  wish  to  look  after  and  assist. 
Although  the  wages  of  such  mechanics  are  nominally  high, 
even  higher  than  capitalists  can  afford  to  pay,  this  very  fact 
increases  the  evil,  for  employment  cannot  be  given  without 
loss  to  the  employer;  and  this  remark  holds  good  in  regard 
to  almost  every  branch  of  mechanical  labor. 

In  relieving  the  poor  the  past  year,  the  Association  has 
aided  over  Four  Thousand  Families,  in  doing  which  it  has 
distributed  more  than  Eight  Hundred  and  Seventy  Tons  ot 
Coal  and  Fifty-three  Chaldrons  of  Coke  ;  more  than  Ten 
Thousand  Six  Hundred  Dollars  have  been  expended  for 
provisions,  groceries  and  bread.  Seven  Hundred  and  Seven- 
ty-four Dollars  for  clothing,  bedding  and  shoes  ;  over 
Five  Hundred  and  Seventy  Dollars  for  Rents,  besides  a 
large  amount  for  help  to  families  in  moving,  redeeming 
goods  from  pawn,  medicines  and  funeral  expenses.  • 

The  General  Agent  has  as  far  as  practicable  advised  and 
sympathized  with  each  family  aided,  urging  them  to  use 
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every  exertion  to  help  themselves,  finding  many  employ- 
ment, and  thus  endeavoring  permanently  to  "  Improve  their 
condition." 

Fellow- Citizens^  we  reside  in  the  City  of  Churches.  Let 
their  influence  not  be  lost  upon  us.  "  Our  lines  are  cast  in 
pleasant  places  and  God  hath  given  us  a  goodly  heritage." 
Let  our  love  to  our  fellow  men  conespond  with  our  privi- 
leges,  and  let  that  love  be  exemplified  by  our  works. 

Money  is  of  no  more  use  to  us  than  the  stones  we  tread 
on  unless  we  know  how  to  use  it,  and  have  the  disposition 
to  use  it  for  the  benefit  of  others. 

This  is  your  work  as  well  as  ours,  and  we  shall  go  for- 
ward as  in  years  past,  with  the  inspiring  confidence  of  a 
cheerful,  hearty  and  generous  response  from  every  one  on 
whom  we  call ;  and  if  any  one  should  be  accideiitly  over- 
looked, the  amount  he  may  wish  to  give  for  the  ameliora- 
tion ot  the  condition  of  the  poor  through  this  channel,  will 
be  gratefully  received  and  ackno  «^'ledged  by  our  General 
Agent,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bayliss,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, New  No,  199  Joralemon  ^Street,  or  the  Treasurer, 
Henry  Rowland,  Esq.,  79  Willow  Street. 

Surely  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 

May  this  blessing  be  experienced  by  every  one  who  reads 
this  brief  report. 


PEmOIPLES  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATION. 


We  beg  leave  to  call  special  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing rules : 

Let  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  Association  is  not — in 
its  extended  sense — public  or  general  ;  that  is,  it  does  not  belong 
to  the  public  at  large,  but  to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its 
funds,  and  only  such  have  a  right  to  send  applicants. 

This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors 
are  specific.  It  seeks  to  do  collectively  just  what  the  benevolent 
desire  to  do  individually,  viz.  :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical 
condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  relieve  their 
necessities. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which 
the  work  of  this  A  ssociation  is  governed  : 

1st. — To  give  relief  only  after  a  personal  investigation  of  each 
case,  either  by  visitation  or  thorough  inquiry. 

2d. — To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary,  and  least  sus- 
ceptible of  misuse. 

3d.— To  give  assistance  at  the  right  moment, — not  to  prolong  it, 
but  to  restrict  and  modify  relief  according  to  the  necessity  which 
calls  for  it. 

TEMPERANCE. 

4th. — To  require  from  every  one  who  receives  aid  abstinence 
from  aU  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage  ;  of  such  as  have  chil- 
dren of  a  proper  age  that  they  be  kept  at  school,  unless  unavoid- 
able  circumstances  prevent,  and  that  those  of  suitable  age  be 
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apprenticed  to  some  trade  or  sent  to  service.  The  design  being  to 
make  the  poor  a  party  to  their  own  improvement  and  elevation. 
The  willful  violation  or  disregard  of  this  rule  will  debar  the  appli- 
cant from  further  relief. 

RECENT  EMIGRANTS.. 

5th. — To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except,  perhaps,  in 
urgent  cases  for  once,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Emigration,  when  the  responsibility  of  this  Association 
towards  them  shall  cease  ;  the  reason  of  this  rule  being  that  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care  for  such 
persons  it  needy,  during  five  years  after  their  arrival,  and  are  pro 
vided  with  means  for  this  very  purpose  ; — consequently,  every 
dollar  expended  on  such  cases  by  this  Association  would  be  an 
improper  appropriation  of  funds  intrusted  to  it  for  other  objects. 

THE   PERMANENTLY  DEPENDENT. 

6th. — To  give  no  aid  to  persons,  who,  from  infirmity,  imbecility^ 
old  age  or  any  other  cause,  are  likely  to  continue  unable  to  earn 
their  own  support,  and  consequently  to  become  permanently  de- 
pendent. In  extreme  cases,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the 
proper  authorities  or  institutions  for  permanent  relief,  assistance 
may  be  given  once  or  twice.  The  reason  of  this  rule  is,  that  the 
permanently  dependent  are  not  regarded  as  proper  subjects  for 
this  Association,  as  we  have  no  permaneiit  fund  ;  and,  because,  if 
these  should  continue  to  be  relieved,  the  entire  receipts  of  the 
Association  would  soon  be  exhausted  in  the  support  of  a  perma- 
nent LIST  ;  and  our  primary  object,  "  The  elevation  of  the  moral 
and  physical  condition  of  the  Poor,"  be  defeated.  Such  persons 
should  become  an  in-door  public  charge,  which  is  far  better  for 
them  than  to  rely  upon  incidental  and  uncertain  relief. 

PERSISTENT  ALMS  SEEKERS. 

7th. — To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to 
depend  on  alms  rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support^ 
The  maintenance  of  such  is  incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this 
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Association,  because  such  persons  soon  become  so  debased  by  long 
continued  gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of  inciting  them 
to  self  support,  and  to  aid  them  would  be  to  encourage  vice  and 
indolence  and  further  a  great  social  evil. 

By  refusing  aid  to  the  persons  described,  none  are  necessarily 
left  to  suffer.  Even  those  who  obstinately  persist  in  their  vicious 
course,  and  cannot  be  relieved  by  this  charity  without  injury  to 
themselves  and  the  community^  still  have  a  resource  in  the  legal 
relief  to  which  they  are  referred,  so  that  all  are  cared  for. 

The  Association  is  not  intended  to  supersede  existing  charities, 
but  as  far  as  practicable  to  supplement  them  and  make  them 
available  to  those  for  whom  they  are  designed. 

It  will  be  obvious  to  all  that  this  Association  is  governed  by 
such  humane  and  economical  considerations  as  have  most  import- 
ant moral  and  social  bearings  on  the  individuals  concerned,  and 
the  public  at  large.  Our  whole  aim  is  to  help  those  who  will 
strive  to  help  themselves. 


BYLAWS 

OF  THE 

BROOKLYN  ASSOCIATION  FOR  IMPROVING 
THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  POOR. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Every  •person  who  becomes  an  Annual  subscriber,  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  n. 

The  President  and  Secretaries  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
usually  pertain  to  their  oflHces. 

ARTICLE  III, 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  as  the  Association  may  demand 
and  approve.  He  shall  take  in  charge  all  funds  ;  keep  an  account 
of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  ;  and  pay  all  duly  authorized 
demands.  At  the  Annual  Meeting,  he  shall  render  a  particular 
and  correct  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  exhibit  a  summary  report  to  the  Board 
ot  Managers  at  their  stated  meeting,  and  whenever  called  upon  by 
them  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  funds 
of  the  Association,  and  authority  to  elect  or  appoint  a  General 
Agent ;  to  make  By-Laws  ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  Body,  and 
generally  to  adopt  such  measures  as  +he  objects  of  the  Institution 
may  require.  It  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business,  at  least 
once  every  month  except  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August ;

and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  convened  in 
the  month  of  October,  on  such  day  as  the  said  Board  shall  decide, 
when  the  Board  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  the 
Officers  and  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  except  the  General 
Agent,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  or  viva  voce,  as  may  be  determined 
at  the  time.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  hold  the  specified  meeting  in 
October,  a  special  meeting  for  the  same  purpose  shall  be  convened 
in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on  receiving  a  requi- 
sition signed  by  five  members  of  the  Board.  Two  days'  notice 
must  be  given  of  the  time  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Nine  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  at  all  meetings  of  said  Board,  except  in  the 
special  cases,  when  by  law  a  greater  number  is  required. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Managers  may  at  any  time  make  such  alterations  in  these 
By-Laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  provided  they  be  not  con- 
trary to  the  certificate  of  Incorporation,  and  that  such  alteration 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  least  one  meeting 
I  before  the  same  are  acted  upon,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  passed 
upon  unless  specified  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
An  office  shall  be  opened  in  an  eligible  situation,  for  the  purpose 
of  concentrating  and  diffasing  all  information  pertaining  to  the 
Society's  operations  and  objects,  and  for  the  transaction  of  its 
general  business. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Agent,  to  devote  himself 
with  diligence  and  fidelity  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and 
he  shall  be  subject  to  and  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
3* 
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and  may  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the  Board.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  attend  at  the  oflBce  of  the  Association,  and  receive  app 
cations  for  relief,  and  either  personally,  or  through  the  medium  of 
competent  agents,  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  President,  to  investigate  all  applications,  and  furnish  appro- 
priate relief,  advising  with  the  President,  or  with  some  member  of 
the  Board,  on  all  difficult  questions  and  doubtful  cases,  before 
granting  relief.  He  shall  also  render  a  report  to  tlie  Board  at  each 
stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Each  ward  included  in  the  operations  of  this  Association,  shall 
have  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not  less  than  two  members,  the 
number  in  each  ward  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Advisory  Committees  to  divide  their  wards  into  such  sections  as 
may  be  desirable,  appoint  solicitors  therefor,  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  operations 
of  the  Society,  in  their  respective  wards. 

ARTICLE  XL 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  to  en- 
deavor in  all  suitable  ways,  to  g^ive  practical  effect  to  its  principles  ; 
especially  to  discountenance  indiscriminate  almsgiving  and  stree^^ 
begging,  to  provide  themseJves  with  tickets  of  reference  or  mem 
bers'  requests,  and  refer  persons  whom  they  wish  aided  to  the 
General  Agent,  in  order  that  such  cases  may  be  properly  inquired 
into,  and  if  deserving,  be  relieved.
